Drawings

However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter.

Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification 
are: "specific alloy", "specified alloy", "specified copper components", "specified adhesives", "as 
referenced and described above" (when neither referenced nor described anywhere in the 
specification). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112. second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to mate up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence fomri only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

6. In response to applicant's request that the examiner write acceptable claims for the 
inventor's consideration and concurrence, the examiner has found no patentable subject matter 
in the applicant's disclosure (see above 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph issues and references 
cited below).
